■ M arch 14 - The Queen of Cyprus, Cat herine Cornaro , 
sells her kingdom to the Repu blic of Venice . 

■ March 26 - The Treaty of Medina del Campo between 
England and Spain includes provision for a marriage 
between Arthur, the son of King Henry VII of England, and 
Princess Catherine of Aragon. 

■ June 29 - King J ames IV granted Andrew, Lord Gray, the 
lands and Barony of Lundie [RGS.11.1860]^ 

■ July 17 - Delhi Sultanate: Sikandar Lodi succeeds Bahlul 
Khan Lodi as sultan. 

■ November 29 - Arthur Tudor is named Prince of Wales. 

■ December 11 - Jeannetto de Tassis is appointed Chief 
Master of Postal Services in Innsbruck; his descendants, 
the Thurn und Taxis Family, later run much of the postal 
system of Europe.

■ A gold coin equal to one pound sterling, called a 
sovereign , is issued for H enry VII of Eng land. 

■ King Henry VII of England gives a city charter to 
Southwold.
